Showing Method of Connecting Up Cream Tank
With Stock Tank.

My J. H. FRANDEEN, Professor of |

As a result of market investigations
carried on by the United States dairy
division some time ago to determine
the quality of American butter, a large
amount of the butter examined was
found to be of inferior quality be-
cause of the poor crenm from which
it had been made. That such a state
of affairs exists is bad enough but still
more discouraging {8 the fact that dur-
ing the last few years the amount of
poor cream has not decreased.

When we stop to conslder that the
production of cream and butter is one
of the leading industries of the nation,
the one industry that serves and has
served the Amerlean farmer well, not
only in years of bountiful crops and
high prices, but has been a faithful
standby in years of crop fallures agd
hard times, it is evident that poor
gquality in the production of cream
must mean a needless loss of thou-
sands. of dollars to the producers,
Moreover, it gives foreign butter just
the chance it would like to have to
compete in our own markets.

Although modern methods and ma-
chinery have done much to improve
the quality of creamery butter, the
most skiliful buttermaking using the
best of machinery cannot overcome the
evil effects arising from the {lithy
methods followed by some cream pro-
ducers. i

Fregquent experiments have shown
that low temperatures will greatly re-
tard the growth of most germs and
that cream quickly cooled will keep
longer than when it is
allowed to cool gradually. The prac
tice of adding warm cream to cream
that has been previously cooled is rec-
ognized as being extremely undesira-
ble because warm cream raises the
temperature of the whole mass suffi-
clently to start the dormant bacteria
to activity, causing them to multiply
rapidly, producing large amounts of
acid and also undesirable fermenta-
tions before the cream is again cooled
to & point where their growth (s
checked. Warm cream should be thor-
oughly cooled before it is added to the
cold cream.

From these facts it appears that the
most practical means at the disposal
of the dairyman for checking bacte-
rial action—the spolling of cream—Ilies
in the universal application of low tem-
peratures in handling the cream. The
most satisfactory and practical means
of securing these desirable results has
been by the use of some form of cool-
ing tank.

Recognizing the great Importance of
devising a cooling tank that will be at
once cheap, practical, and efficient, the
department of dairy husbandry of Ne-
braska in co-operation with Profs. G,
L. McKay and F, W. Bouska of the
American Creamery Batter Manufac
turers’ assoclation have spent much
time investigating this problem. An
effort has been made to perfect a tank
that would be both effective and con-
venient. Such a tank must be sub
stantially made of good insulating ma-
terial and able to stand up under ha'rd
usage. It must have a tight cover in
order Lo prevent loss of efficlency due
to exposure of the cooling water to
the air. The pipe through which the

cooling water enters should discharge {

near the h(\)uum of the tank and ths
overflow near the top and at the op-
posite end and should be of such size
that there will be no danger of water
rising above the tops of the cans.
With these general requirements in
mind the committee, together with the
cooperation of representatives of lo-
onl creameries, devised, constructed
and experimented with a number of
different kinds of tanks to determine
their cost and efficiency.

As a result the rectangular tank
shown in Fig. 1 gave highly satisfac-
tory results. Later a round tank
shown in Fig. Il embodying the fea-
turea of the rectangular tank, was
found to give satisfactory results and
hae the advantage of being constructed
cheaper than would be possible for a
rectangular tank. The committee is
still working on a substantially bullt,
well-ingulated metal tank.

Upon the recommendation of the
committee the Association of Ameri
can Creamery Butter Manufacturers
adopted the round and the rectangu-
lar tanks as shown in above cuts as
the official tanks of the association,
This association has already taken
steps to have these tanks manufac-
tured and distributed to partios inter-
ested at the lowest possible cost, To
those desiring to build their own tanks
plans and specifications will be fur-
nished by the American Crenmery But-
ter Manufacturers' association.

To sum up, it may be said that the
quality of ecream produced depends
largely upon the conditions prevailing
on the farm. Cleanliness {8 esaential
at every point, As some one has well
said, “Clean cream, cool cream, rich
cream are essential factors in cream
production,”

The responsibility, however, does
not lle entirely with the farmer. The
same care that must be exercised onthe
farm must be observed at the cream
statlon and creamery. The cream sta-
tion must be provided with proper
cooling facilities and the quarters used
for the cream slation must be sani-
tary, clean, and well ventilated, other-
wise the work and care of the dairy-
man count for naught.

Aguln, material improvement must
come through co-operation with the
rallways engaged in the hauling of
cream, whereby at their Jjunction
points at least shelter would be pro-
vided which would protect the cream
from the sun when left on the plat-
form. Something, too, could undoubt.
edly be done toward providing more
sanitary and better cooled cara for use
in shipping cream.

In conclusion, permit me to say that
[ anticipate but little trouble in get-
ting the hearty and intelllgent approv-
al of the farmers on this bad cream
propaganda, if, along with thia de
mand, will come & eream price based
strictly on grade. As long a8 the
cream producer sees his Indifferent
neighbor producing poor cream and
knows he receives the same price for
it, it will be extremaly difficult to con-
vince him that quality really counts In
the making of butter. As ¢ mutter of
fact, however, one should not loge
sight of the fact that every additional
can of good cream helps directly or
indirectly the general average of the
butter made as well as the price se-
cured for it.

Well-Arranged Colony

A good poultry house is what you
need, Mr, Farmer, If you are going Lo
have plenty of eggs to sell this winter.

Some farmoers feel that winter eggs
are too hard to get to make it worth
while to try to produce them, This is
a mistake, according to R. M. Sher-
wood, poultry specialist in the exten-
gion division of the Kansas State Agri-
cultural college,

“If one has a good poultry house,™
commented Mr. Sherwood, “he should
have little troubls, warly matured
pullets properly housed and fed

should produce a
egps.”

The house, points out this expert,
need not be an expensive one. It
should furnish the fowls protection
from the winds and storms and should
be so constructed that it will have
proper ventilation. A chicken breathes
three or four times as much air in
proportion to its weight as a human
being. Ventilation makes a house
somewhat colder, but dryer, and dry,
cold air {8 much better for the fowls
than moist warm alr.

CARE AND FEEDING OF FOWLS

Birds Which Have Been Developed by

Careful Attention Degenerate

Quickly When Neglected.

Poultry ralsing shows us that prog-
ress I8 made in two ways—by Inher-
itance and by care In the development
of the offspring. Or, in other words,
a character which has developed in
an animal, even though It was not Ap-
parent in Ita parent, is likely to be
transmitted to fits offapring. It is
for thig reason that close attention and
great care should be given to the
subject of care and feeding of fowls,
for fowls which have been developed
by careful attention will quickly de.
generate when neglected.

Our knowledge of these things leads
to the formulation of some general
rules which should be studied and
observed,

1. The land fowl should be made
ta “scratch” or “pick"” or “tear” ita
foed,

3. It should be kept dry.

3. Ita feed must consist of animal,
vegetable and mineral matter, with
sufficlent water to molsten it,

4, Its reasoning powers being small,
man must assist it by placing feeds
before it.

The watarfowl should have access
to running water, | know this is an
oppesite opinion to that of a famous
duck ralser, but waterfowls for
breeding purposes will thrive best
when they have free access Lo running
water,

Oyster Shells Are Needed.

Oyster sbells are furnished the
chickens to stimulate the production
of eggs. The hen that 18 laying freely
will eat a lot of oyster shell as her
body requires the Ingredients that
make up the egg shall. For this rea-
son oyster shell should be supplied
all the year around and in the winter
it I8 especlally necessary to keep up
the supply of high gquality eggs when
nggs are high,

Sand or Gravel Necessary.
Fresh sand or gravel is absolutely
necessary to the comfort of the hens
this winter., Cover wooden or cement
floors at least three inches deep and
earth floors from six to twelve inches.

west, north and east sides tight during
the winter months, while the south
side should furnish the wventilation.
There may be a few glags windows on
the south side, but more space should
be left open, except that curtains may
be dropped down for the nights, and
on a few very stormy dayc, On some
occasions these openings may be left
uncovered during the night. Some
times curtaing do not allow enough
alr to elreulate. In  these cases
openings may be made just under the
roof to allow the alr to clreculate more
freely. Whatever the system of vénti
Iation may be, it is essentinl that the
house ghould be dry and free from bad
adora.

The house should be so constructed
that it can be ensily clenned. The
floor should be smooth. Concrete is
good for this reason. It i8 true, how:
ovaer, that concrete floors built on
damp ground are damp, To avold this
trouble a concrete floor may be built
on a layer of eight or ten inches of
rock or other material which will not
carry the moisture from the ground.
Some poultrymen use floors made of
hollow building tile, and find them
very satisfactory. Where these are
used the tile are laid on a smooth sur-
face and the orevices filled with ce
ment. g

The perches should be built so that
there will be as fow places for mites
to breed as possible., If perches are
removable, so much the better. A
board platform should be placed about
efght Inches below the perches to
catch the droppings. This makes a
cleaner floor, and thus adds to the ca-
pacity of the henhouse. It makes it
easier to clean the house, and aids io
keeping the mites In check.

The nests also should be bullt so
that the mites can easily be combated.
They could be covered or protected
80 that the fowls cannot roost on them.
This is necessary in the production of
a good grade of market eggs.

IMPORTANCE OF PURE WATER

Hens Soon Learn to Enjoy Fresh, Cool
Drink, Just as Human Beings Do—
Improves the Egg.

Eggs are made up of what hens eat
and drink and their taste as well as
| general appearance can be changed in
& few days by such foods as onions,

garlie, fish, stagnant, muddy water,
ete.  As the average egg I8 about 80
| per cent water, the Importance of
plenty of pure, fresh water is very
evident. The mudhole beslde the tank
where the other stock are watersd or
the wallow in the hog-lot are not "all
right” for the hens, though they may
drink it and live for a long time
when foreed to by the absence of a
drinking place of their own, Hut hens
will soon learn to enjoy a fresh, cool
drink just a8 human beings do. The
dquare five-gallon tin can, in which
much kerosene |s sold, split in halves
the long way will make a pair of
nice drinking places, that t set In
the shade and cleaned dally, are very
good and in some places very cheap.

The main essentials of these watev
frouts should be tightness, lightness,
¢asy cleaning, and not over flve Inches

Substantial Henroost.

The farm fowl, if given her prefer-
ence In selecting a roost, would doubt-
less choose a substantial apple lmb
rounded just right to allow her to hold
on with ease. A good two by four
with the upper edges planed round
like an apple bough makes a strong,
substantial roost.

Guaranteed Eggs.
“Guaranteed oggs"” are those lald by
fowls judiclously fed on the purest of
food, kept In the cleanest ot houses
and always put on the market in &
fresh conditlon,

Makes Hens Work for Graln.
Much benefit is likely to result, with-
out any possible harm, it the hens are
compelled to work in clean ltter for
their grain at all seasons.

Infertile Egge Best.
Infertile eggs will withstand mawn

keting conditions much better than
fertile eggs.
